Jerome K. Jerome, London’s 
late happy humorist, in one of 
his numerous articles tells that 
on a certain occasion at a ban. 
quet a great lady accosted him 
and inquired why he had never 
written a play. 

“Why, I think that you could 
write a wonderful play y, Mr. 
Jerome, if you would just put 
your mind to it,” the dowager 
beamed. - < 

To which Mr. Jerome casually 
replied that he had written nine 
plays, six of which - had been 
published and produced. “In fact,” 
he added, “one of my plays is 
running this very moment in a 
theatre not more than two blocks 
away.” 

The good lady gasped in a- 
mazement; then said: “Indeed, 
Mr. Jerome, you really surprise 
me!” r 

Llndoubterly! Mr. Jerome made 
it his aim throughout life to 
surprise everybody t including 
himself. To my mind the most 
amazing thing in his life was 
not his rise from an obscure 
clerkship to the position of play- 
wright and humorist; not as a 

Shakesperian a ctor he played 

every part in Hamlet except the 
role of Ophelia; nor that he, 
one of the most successful of 
England’s droll litterateurs, was 
the son of a man who was a 
decided failure in every walk of 
life he chose to enter; but that 
although he desired to be an 
author it was by the merest 
chance that he came to be a 
humorist. 

In deadly seriousness he wrote 
“Tree: Men in Aa Boat”! his 
first book. In spite of his resolu- 
tions certain passages of his dry 
wit crept in, When the publisher 
returned his manuscript he had 
scratched out everything but 
those few and far-between lines 
of humor - the finest perfection 
of a poetic genius. The comic 
relief in this first book made 
Jerome famous. From then on 
until his death in 1927 it was 
smooth sailing for ’Arry K. (as 
he -is affectionately called by his 
contemporaries). His play, “Pass- 
ing of the Third Floor Back”,

is still a favorite and has played 
to immense audience both in thik 
country and in England. His fa- 
cetious jocularity is too wonder- 
ful an example of literary skill 
to be confined to one age or a 
single continent. 

To the casual reader Mr. Jerp. 
me probably never will be more 
than a humorist. But to the in- 
tent observer there is a vast 
amount of homely psycholgy dis- 
cernible in his works. Particu- 
larly is true of his collection of 
essays, “Idle Thoughts of an 
Idle Fellow.” The appreciative 
reader upon reading ■ these essays 
is not seized with outburst of 
boisterous laughter or convulsed 
with a violent fit of guffaws. 
Rather “h4 is moved to smile in- 
wardly and perhaps occasionally 
chuckle. For ; humor is not con- 
tempt but love; it proceeds from 
the heart, not from the head. 
Genuine humor is merely Jero- 
me’s disguise, his mask to con- 
ceal the serious philosopher, the 
deep thinker, the genuine stu- 
dent of human naturb. As Dou- 
glas Jerrold sai<4 “Humor is the 
harmony of the heart.” In most 
cases Pathos is trailing along on 
Humor’s coat tails. 

Such a humorist is Jerome K. 
Jerome. In the very first essay 
of this volume, “On Being Hard 
Up”, his description and char- 
acter “analysis^~df a man entering 
for the first time a pawnshop 
is replete with ludicrous inci- 
dents. But it is likewise pathetic. 
The m'md conveys the words to 
the heart through tearful, laugh- 
ing eyes. When the author fel- 
lows this analysis with the state- 
ment that it is not a crime to 
be poor; that it is indeed much 
worse, even the kindliest of men 
despise a failure, he hits the 
philosophical nail on its psycho- 
logical head. 

Jerome was a man. He could 
take a jolt as well as a joke. 
On a certain occasion after the 
production of -.one of his plays 
he mas called out on the stage, 
where instead of receiving ap- 
plause he was greeted with a 
chorus of boos. Very gracefully 
he bowed himself off the stage. 
Sometime later he wrote about 
the incident. The pith of his 
statement, expressed in a far 
less literary style, is this; if 
an author i to be applauded for 
what the audience deems a good 
play, h e must not object to being 
hissed for a bad one, which is 
just logical as saying that if a 
girl likes to be kissed she should 
not object to being rabbit-pun- 


ched. Yes, Mr. Jerome could take 
a joke and tell a better one. 
But thepathetic earnestness be- 
hind it all was better still. 

Longfellow once said: “Every 
human heart is human.” Behind 
his mask of geniality and frivol- 
ity, Jerome, the witty wizard of 
whimsicality, adds his precious 
bit to prove the American’s 
statement.

But even for people of Scrooge’s 
caliber there is a breaking point, a 
time when their induration is be- 
sieged by the soothing jolt of a 
charitable thought. Scrooge was 
struck by the plight of Bob Crat- 
chit and his family. Perhaps the 
crippled state of Bob’s little son 
gave him the push which set the 
fire of his charity burning. At 
any rate, he relented, set the 
Cratchits on the road to happiness, 
and thus became my favorite vil- 
lain.

During the 1935 school year, 
Mr. Allen Feeney, then head of 
crime detection in Indiana, in an 
address to an assembly of high 
school students, stated that to 
many people, particularly of 
high school age, gangsters and 
desperadoes loom up as heroes 
when they are able to evade the 
law. This was precisely my case. 
Previous to this address I had 
thought John Dillinger and his 
associates most brave and dar- 
ing. 

Daring, yes but not brave 
Though I should be ashamed to 
admit it, I did take great plea- 
sure in reading daily accounts 
in the newspapers concerning the 
“wooden-gun” escape from the 
Crown Point jail in the early 
spring of 1934, and the adven- 
tures which followed, leading up 
to that fatal theatre party in 
August. Dillinger’s supposed pre- 
sence in a certain locality as 
flashed over the radio captivated 
me. It was all like a baseball 
game. 

Every time the bandit perpe- 
trated a fresh escapade and 
succeeded in eluding the police 
this was to me a hit for him. 
Could he strike the ball every 
time he came to bat? So far 
his average was just a little 
short efyone thousand per cent; 
only once had he flied out to 
the authorities. That first Satur- 
day of March in 1934 he had 
come to bat and reached second; 
he made first on his way out of 
jail and second on his way out of 
town. 

For th e next few months John 
did not play much. He stood out 
in center and watched his op- 
ponents fan out. In August he 
seemed to . think that t hey had 
all fanned out. Then he came 
to bat again for the last time. 
As he emerged from the theatre 
he was struck out and sank down 
in his own blood at the plate. 

This was the last of my favor- 
ite villain. Favorite until Mr. 
Feeney’s speech, which brought 
light 1 to my dazzled mind and 
made me feel very small for 
having held such actions as 
Dillinger’s accomplishments.
